authorities. In other v^ords.^, Chuikov’ s declaration indicated 
that the governrne.t function of hie'SivlA In Berlin and the 
Soviet Lofie Laender has formally been replaced by a r.nere 
(control function. There is no doubt ^ however, that the 
Soviet lk>ne of Germany is es completely subject to lloscow'^s 
orders as are the other Satellite Countries, although no 
re^.orts or documents are available to confirm this obser- 
vation.
